Rescuers Battle Wind, Waves, 


T ake 4] Off Sea-Lashed Plane 


Flying Boat, 69 Aboard, 
Down in Wild Atlantic 


NEW YORK, Oct. 14—(AP)—In a dramatic struggle 


against mountainous seas, Coast Guard. crews Tuesday night 
rescued more than 40 of the 69 persons aboard a huge Boeing 
flying boat, wallowing approximately 820 miles off the New- 
foundland coast, and then abandoned operations to avoid 


" losing” the mercy ship. 


Capt. Paul B, Cronk, skipper of 
the weather ship Bibb, from which 
rescue operations were being dl- 
rected in the face of tremendous 
waves and gale force winds, said 
in a broadcast he and the plane’s 
captain, Charles Martin, had 
‘agreed to suspend rescue work un- 
til daylight as there was “danger 
of colliding with the plane and 
sinking it instantly, or losing the 
boat.” 

The exact number of those 
taken from the battered plane, 
which made a forced landing on 
the choppy seas at 5:05 a. m. 
(EST), was not determined. 

In his broadcast Cronk said 44 
had been taken aboard the Bibb. 

Earlier, the Coast Guard here 
Said 48 had been rescued but later 
revised the figure to 41. 

Cronk said that weather which 
had rolled up waves two stories 
high had moderated somewhat

Not until I had seen what I saw in Europe 
during the war, and after: and not until I had 

. seen what was going on in Palestine, did I make 
up my mind about the problem of Palestine. 

I could be wrong, although I do not believe I am. but what I 
Saw removed some doubts I had and I took with all the sincerity 
of which I was capable the moderate Zionist view. Nothing has 
happened to cause me to change it. 

It is not always the popular view. 
comfortable view, 

But to me it seems the right view as based on moral principles 
as they apply to national and international problems. 

So, I rejoice that the United States has taken what seems to 
me to be the morally right position with regard to Palestine and 
its partition into two separate states, a Jewish and an Arabic one, 

That Russia would do so was almost a foregone conclusion, 
although it is never safe to generalize about the Russians. Never- 
theless, their position, domestically and abroad, was one which 
would not permit them to make the flip-flop they probably would 
liked to have made, since to have done so would have contributed 
enormously to the embarrassment of the Americans and the British.

Bluff While I have long felt the Russian position, as presently 
known, was a colossal bluff, dangerous only because of 
the Russian fndency to become very angry and hysterical, in 
which condition they often blow their top, as the saying has it, 
this agreement as to Palestine further suggests it is a bluff. 

It is one which will be fought to the bitter end in q wrestling 
match which will see the Russians knee and gouge in the clinches, 
and resort to all the barroom-braw! methods which lately they 
have introduced as the manners of diplomacy. But the only war 
will be the one in which we now are engaged, the propaganda 
war. 


Army At any rate, the world has now seen produced the little 
drop of water of which the mighty ocean of a United 
Nations army will be created. And that is the army which, in 
the future, will protect us—or dominate us. 

We took it a little calmly, it seemed to me. 

Nevertheless, the solution to Palestine is a long way off, but 
the first concrete step has, at last, been taken. 

Most of my friends are anti-Zionist. I do not think they can 
be, in the stillness of the night, too pleased with their arguments. 
And it is now my purpose here to debate those arguments. 

Suffice it to say, that while the Zionist movement of course 
included all sorts of factions, from the violent to the arackpot 
type, the broad base of the Zionist movement was one which 
wanted a homeland for those Jews of Europe, first of all, and for 
those of any other country where life was made hard and un- 
dignified because of religious discrimination, secondly. 


It did not think in terms of a flag, or an army, or 
Refuge any of the frills of a “state.” -There were some, of 
course, but it was hardly fair to seize on them as a valid objection 
to the idea. All along there was perfect willingness to become 
a dominion of the British Empire, or a trusteeship of the United 
Nations. 

I never once overlooked the fact that there were those who 
whooped it up for Palestine while overlooking the -moral duty 
of this, and other countries, to open the gates to those who could 
meet the necessary intellectual and moral tests. But, out of the 
years of misery in many regions of Europe, there are those who 
want a homeland of their own and I do not see how that wish 
can be denied. 

It is argued that Jews are not a nationality, and I quickly agree. 

But, neither are the Arabs, about whom so much talk is had 
as to their being a nation. They, too, stem from diverse races and 
cultures, 

This is especially true of the, Palestinian Arab. The fertile 
crescent of the Middle East has attracted to it, since the dawn 
of history, all soris of armies, peoples and migrations. Palestine 
has been the bridge. Through all these centuries there has been 
a heavy admixture of foreign blood, of European Greeks, Romans, 
Franks and lesser mixtures of British, French and Middle Euro- 
pean, from the time of the Crusades on down to the present. | 
iz very likely that most Arabs of Palestine have some Jewish blood. 
He is neither Arabian nor Moroccan and he is called Arab only by 
custom, 

We cannot escape history, nor can we, finally, escape the fact 
of moral right and wrong. I am glad this country finally has 
spoken on the side of moral right, and I cannot avoid, and do not 
wish to avoid, standing with it. For thgse who desire it, there 
should be a homeland and in Palestine.

Although his remarkably candid 
story is a recital of grim difficul- 
ties which he encountered in deal- 
ing with a stubborn, often arro- 
gant Russia, epitomized by Soviet 
Foreign Minister Molotov, there 
are many interesting sidelights.

1. Byrnes bluntly infers that

Too Much Rush 
In Busy World?

Mexiniey An elderly gentleman who has ac- 
quired much wisdom through the years said, coming in on 
the trolley recently, “Isn’t it terrible the way everybody 
rushes around these days?” 

“What's all the hurry about?” he asked. “They aren’t 
going any place—except to an early grave. And what does 
it,all add up to, taken evén from a day’s viewpoint? A 
case of indigestion and a state of nerves which makes 
them unkind when they really don’t mean to bé. People 
don’t take time to live any more. Why don’t they slow 
down?” 


The thought kept haunting us all day, as we worked in > 


a busy newspaper office where folks have to be in a hurry, 
always to maké that deadline. 

Other business concerns have to make a deadline of 
a sort, too, with all those problems they never knew be- 
fore the war and with competition at its keenest ever, we 
remembered. That’s why our husbands come home every 
evening with that harried look and seem more irritated 
than usual when things are not quiet and peacéful. 

But do we, in the atmosphere which we, as women, 
create in our homes, have to operate as though we were 
geared to a stop watch? the thought persisted. And the 
indictment struck smack between the eyes. 

“Our children are more keyed up and have to be 
handled individually these days,” said a school principal 
the other day. “It puts an added strain on the teachers, 
too. Maybe it’s an aftermath of the war, or maybe it’s 
just that their mothers haven’t been able to settle down 
to calm living after those strenuous years of war effort.” 

Are we really suffering from a case of postwar jitters? 
Is that the reason it is hard to find the average mother at 
home, if her children have reached school age? 

This is meant as no criticism of those feminine work- 
ers in religious, cultural and civic projects whose talents 
have so enriched Atlanta. It is their right and their re- 
sponsibility to share in creating a better world for their 
children. Further than that, the day has come when a 
mother cannot be happy to confine her interests to the 
four walls of her home—with all its tedious chores. She 
would be a bore to her husband and her children if she did. 


Let's Budget Our Time 


But are we spreading our interests and our energies a 
little too far? Hadn’t we better bégin budgeting our time 
and our abilities? For, after all, doesn’t a better world 
begin with a better home? And if we are failing our 
families by always being in too big a hurry for at least 
a little bit of leisurely living—the quality which makes 
a house a home—are we not wasting our efforts on the 
outside, however worthy they may be? . 

Any teacher will tell you that it isn’t good for Johnny 
and Mary to be rushed off to school in the morning, gulp- 
ing their orange juice as they pass the breakfast site: 
What a pity that we cannot arrange our evening schedule 


so that all the family can sit down to an orderly break- | 


fast—with the old-fashioned custom of grace! 

And any mother who has brought up a brood will tell 
you that, when a child has a particularly trying day at 
school, he wants to see Mommy first and pour it all out— 
even if the kids are waiting across the street to play foot- 
ball. And, if Sis has made an A-plus following weeks of 
grades which had begun to make her feel inferior, it would 
be fun to have Mommy at home so that they could cele- 
brate together. 

But, so often, Mother’s meeting was a little long, and 


when she gets home she’s so dog-tired and can’t help but | 


let a little irritation creep into her voice when the chil- 
dren come into the kitchen to talk, with dinner already 
late. 


Too Many Committees 


And, with so many.committee problems to iron out for 
next week’s program, it’s hard not to stay on the telephone 
an hour, much as it-tires Pop, and as much as she is 
needed to give that little encouraging hint when Mary or 
Johnny strike a snag and are about to decide that they 
are just too dumb to learn math, anyway. 

And there’s no time for sitting around the fire in one 
big family circle, with car reading his paper, the children 
sprawled on the floor with their books, and Mother work- 
ing on her mending with an ear cocked for the opportunity 
to throw out those little comments filled with love and 
encouragement which can knit a family so closely as to 
make its members feel invulnerable to the vicissitudes 
of life. 

There's no time, either, for all the family to listen to 
good music together, along with the swing favorites, when 
parents can mold their children’s taste for the finest, in 


music, without ever letting them realize it. And, is there
